THE HENNEPIN CANAL, 


The Improvement of the Misa:asippi—The Internal 
Revenue Bill. 


WasuHincton, July 7.—In the senate Mr. 
Beck said that as several amendments to the 
house bill regulating internal revenue had 
been reported this morning, from the repup- 
lican caucus of last night, he gave notice of 
amendment subjecting the duties on imports 
from abroad, after January Ist, 1883, to a dis- 
count of ten per cent, gnd after July 
Ist, 1883, to ten per cent additional dis- 
count. Referred to the finance committee. 

THE HENNEPIN CANAL 

The river and harbor bili was taken up and 
the Hennepin canal project was further dis- 
cussed, the question being upon Mr. Butler’s 
amendment providing for an additional sur- 
vey und report upon the cost of construction, 
the annual maintenance and the use of the 
canal. Aftera long discussion, Mr. Butler's 
amendment was carried—ayes, 29; nays, 21. 
Various moditications of the plan suggested 
by Messrs. Logan and Allison then prevailed 
without objecuion. On motion of Mr. Logan, 
a provision was added for a survey of the 
lliinois and Michigan canal, aud estimates 
of the cost of enlarging the 
same, etc. The question recurring 
upon the committee’s amendment = as 
amended, the yeas and nays were called. 
Pending the vote, the discussion was resumed. 
Mr Pendleton moved to strike out the author- 
ity to the secretary of warto determine and 
locate the route of the canal so as to avuid the 
possibility of a construction that the govern- 
ment Was committed tothe work. Carried. 
Of the twenty-nine votes for the Butler 
amendment, twenty-three came from the 
democratic side. Messrs. Davis, of Illinois, 
Gorman, Pugh, Rahsom and Walker voted 
no, and the o. ber negative responses were re- 
publicans, The committee’s amendment as 
wodified was adopted. It provides for atsar- 
vey of the Hennepin canal route, with esti- 
mates of the cost of construction and the an- 
nual cost of maintenance, and use when com- 

yleted, and fora survey ot the Illinois and 
Michigan canal, and an estimate of the cost of 
enlarging it, etc , so as to make its dimen. 
sions correspond with the Hennepin connec- 
tion, and appropriates $100,000 for this pur- 
pose, The report is to be made at 
the next session. The remaining committee 
umcndinents were agreed to. A discussion 
followed on an amendment offered and advo- 
cated by Mr. Frye, prohibiting the expendi- 
ture of any part of the five million dollars 
appropriated for the Mississippi river for levees 
in reclaiming or protecting lands, or otherwise 
than in deepening the channel and improving 
navigation. Mr, Jones quoted the provigion 
in the bill to show that it expressly 
prohibited the building of levees except 
where, in the judgment of. the river commis- 
mission, these are necessary asa part of its 
plan to afford ease and safety to the com- 
merce of the river and to deepen the chan- 
nels. He regarded the amendment as sub- 
stantially identical but less desirable. Mr. 
Kellogg argued that the amendment would 
unnecessarily restrict and handicap the com- 
nission and retard them in closing the gaps. 
The amendment was rejected—16 to 39. 
Mr. Ransom, from the special 
committe on the Potomac flats, 
reported an amendment appropriating $500,- 
000 for the improvement of the Potomac 
river in the vicinity of Washington, witi ref- 
erence tO navigation, the establishment of 
lines, and the raising of the flats. 
Afteralung discussion upon its relevancy 
under the rules, the amendment was held tu 
be in order upon a viva vuce yote. No fur 
ther acliop upon the subject was taken, and 
the bili wentover until Monday. Jhe sen- 
ate adjourned, 

THE SUNDRY CIVIL BILL.

THE DOYLE BONDS. — 


SECRETARY FOLGER DETAILS 
THEIR HISTORY. 


A Description and Narrative of the Genuine Issuc— 


The arrest of Doyle andthe Con ents 
of HistPoeket—Tracing®Out I[rresponsi- 
ble Rumors— Detectiv:s Employed. 


Wasenineton, July 8.—Secretary Folger has 
furnished for publication a statement of the 
origin and results ef the investigation con- 
cerning the so-calied *‘Doyle bond plate.’’ 
The secretary says that so much has been said 
in the public prints about the Doyle bonds 
that it is well to make an explicit statement 
in regard thereto. They are counterfeits of 
the United States bonds known as “‘six-per- 
cents of ’81,”’ and only of the $1,000 denomi- 
nation of that issue of genuine bonds. 
There were issued jin All $110,650,000 


in amount, which were separately numbered 
from 1 to 110,650 inclusive. When they were 
issued a record was made of all of them iu 
a book, wherein the number of each bond 
was entered and the number of all of the 
bonds were shown. All of the genuine bonds 
have been redeemed and cancelled, except 
$273,000; and interest ceased to run on all 
of them in 1881. 
IDENTIFYING THE GENUINE ISSUE. 

When anyone of these bonds has been of 
fered for redemption the number it bore has 
been noticed; the record book has been ‘re- 
ferred to tosee if the bond of that number 
had ever been oftered before. It has then 
been scrutinized in other respects, and when 
accepted and redeemed anentry has been 
made upon the book that shows that the bond 
of the number has been paid off and can- 
celled. It isthe fact that there has never 
been offered for redemption a duplicate of a 
bond heretofore redeemed; that is to say, 
never have two bonds /of the same number 
been offered. It is also the fact that there 
has never been offered forredemptiom a bond 
with a number higherfhan or different from 
the saufie genuine /number recorded in 
the book. The significance of these facts 
will be seen further oh. 

THE DOYLE BONDS. 

The existence of the counterfeit bonds, the 
Doyle bonds, was not Known to any branch of 
this department until October, 1880, when 
Doyle was arrested in Chicago, and the spu- 
rious bonds were found in his possession. It 
afterwerds appeared that three of the spurious 
bonds had been before that pledged as collat- 
eral with a bank in Peoria, Jilinois. There 
were then taken from him in all 204 of the 
spurious bonds, with one $30 coupon attached 
to each bond, and fourteen detached coupons 
of the same kind and denomination, and Rises 
bonds that had been thus pledged were after 
that surrendered to the ofticers of the secret 
service force of the goyernment, making in 
all 207 bonds. .It has been stated in 
the public prints that $22,000,000 in the nom- 
inal amount of the spurious bonds were 
struck off by the counterfeiters, and that 
many of them ‘have been put in circulation. 
Here is where the significance ig to be felt of 
the fact above stated. Surely it that amount 
of bonus, or a little of it, had been placed in 
the hands of innocent holders, long ago would 
some of the bonds have been recorded for 
redemption, for it is not to be supposed that 
with the whole amount of genutne bonds 
outstandin: reduced to $278,000, and with the 
intérest no longer running on them, there 
would be innocent holders of spurious bonds 
believing them to be genuine, so wealthy or 
yo careless as not to bring them forward ior 
redemption. Had they been offered a com- 
parison of the number of them, with the book 
oi record of the genuine bonds would have 
disclosed the fact that the duplicate, or higher 
numbers existed. That fact never having ap- 
peared, it is thought, to be conclusive that 
the story is baseless of the large amount 
yrinted and put in circulation. It has also 
Seon stated in the same way that more than 
204 of the spurious bonds were found on 
Doyle, and that by the act or connivance of 
some ofticer or officers of the secret service 
some of the excess over that number kave 
been set afloat. Premising that the 204 found 
on Doyle, and the three pledged with the 
Illinvis bank, and the coupons attached to 
them, and the fourteen detached coupons are 
now in the custody of the officers of the gov- 
ernment, and by acutual count lately made, 
are shown to be there, it is further to be said 
that the belief that no more exists than as 
above stated, rests upon the official reports of 
officers of the secret service made on official 
oath, and upon investigations lately had. 

A SUBSEQUENT INVESTIGATION, 

It was stated that more were captured with 
Doyle, and some rumors to the same effect 
baving a show of truth, come to the hearing 
of this department, a special agent of the 
treasury and a deteetive from the assistant 
treacu er’s office at New York, neither of 
them in any wise connected with the secret 
service of the government, and acting with- 
out knowledge of thatservice, were detailed 
to ferret out the matter. They have reported 
to this department that nothing has yet been 
found to give a color of truth to the rumor. 
It .is almost certain that no more were 
ever in the possession of Doyle than 
the 207 above spoken of. Quite as iu portant 
a matter is the statement that the plate from 
which the spurious bonds were struck was 
either itself genuine or was réproduced from 
genuine dies and work, and that the means 
of doing sowere furnisaéd from within the 
department. Iam thdreughly satisfied that 
these allegations are entirely unfounded. 
Tne secretary then relate’ how he has become 
satisfied that the bonds are counterfeit. The 
plate brought here by Detective Felker, of 
Chicago, acting in behalf of Doyle, from 
which Doyle’s bonds were printed, was sub- 
mitte to three experts, who, after 
long ‘and careful examination, each 
submitted a report to the secretary. Neither 
of these experts knew what the conclusions 
of his associates were and their reports were 
prepared entirely independent of each other. 
ach arrived at the conclusion that no part of 
the bonds were printed from a genuine plate, 
or from a plate which had been copied from a 
genuine plate. These experts were Homer 
Lee, president of the Homer Lee bank note 
company, of New York, an expert engraver; 
J.S8 Rhodes, secretary of the New York photo- 
electrotype company, an expert metallurgist; 
who analyzed portions of the plate fu ques- 
tion: a.d G. W. Marlor, chief clerk in the 
sub-treasury in New York, chosen for his 
known skillin recognizing genuine and de- 
lecting counterfeit issues of bonds and notes 
of the United States. Moreover, Secretary 
Folger points out the fact that the genuine 
bonds of the issue which was counterfeited 
were printed by a bank note company before 
the work of engraving and printing was un- 
dertaken by the treasury department. 
A record exists in the department that, with 
asingle exception, all the plates used in 

rinting these bonds were destroyed at the 
ashington navy yard under the supervision 
ef a committee appointed for that purpuse. 
The exception is adie which is now in the 
treasury department, which served an im- 
rtant partin settling the fact of the fraudu- 
ency of the bonds. The impression on the 
Doyle bonds purporting to cortespond with 
this die, showed that the counterfeiter was 
not in possession of this, the only remaining 
ortion of the genuine plate. Secretary 
‘olger has exhausted every means of setting 
at rest the many disputed questions involved. 
He has taken much time and rests satisfied 
that the charges that the counterfeiters had 
confederates in the employ of the bureau of 
engraving and printing of the treasury de- 
partment, are false, equally with the bonds 
themselves.

How the Army eof Invasion Wili Land—Ite Mode of Op-

The army 
will land at Aboukir, and will be divided 
into two parts—one will march on Alexap- 
dria and be supported by the fleet, which will 
open fire as soon asthe army is landed: the 
other rtion will cross the dry 
lake 0 Aboukir to Kafrdever 
and seize the railway at Damanhour, Arabi 
Pasha’s only means of retreat, and will thus 
force him to either fight or yield. A portion 
ofthe Grenadier guards and the Household. 
cavalry have undergone medical inspection 
with a view to foreign service. The admiralty 
have telegraphed to the duke of Edinburgh, 
admiral superintendent of the national re- 
serves, instructing him to keep the reserves 
squadron at Gibraltar. The British iron clad 
Achilles and torpedo depot ship, 
Hecla, have sailed for Alexandria. 
The Times correspondent, at Alexandria, 
telegraphs that the Egyptians under General 
Yuassef, who were defeated by the false proph- 
et, numbered 5,000 The fight occurred near 
Kerdefan. The Egyptians lost six cannon, 
The diplomatic agent of France telegraphed 
yesterday to the French consul at Cairo that 
an attack by the fleet was momentarily ex- 
pected, and instructing him tosend all French 
subjects away, and tw place himself and the 
archives of his office in security. The consul 
placarded the telegram in Cairo, ‘thereby 
causing a renewed panic, and came 
himself to Alexandria. .The Austrian con- 
sulate in Cairo has also been closed. The 
panic in Alexandriais unabated. Despite the 
complete stoppage of work on the fortifica- 
tions, which had occasioned Admiral Sey- 
mours protest, the exodus of Europeans 
continues. ; 

Numbers of fugitives have been forced to re- 
turn into town, finding no room on board the 
two steamers leaving to-day, which refused to 
start until 300 passengers had been taken off 
each vessel. The cash offices of the public 
debt department has been transferred from 
Cairo to Alexandria, and the staff of that of- 
fice have gone on board the English and 
French ships. Major-General Sir Archibald 
Aliison, chief of the intelligence department 
of the war oftice, wili proceed to Malta 
intmediately. Two regiments on foot have 
left Aldershott for Gibraltar. A dispatch from 
Paris to Reuter’s telegram company states that 
government will ask the chamber of deputies 
towlay for a credit of £312,000 for precau- 
tiqnary preparations made by the minister of 
Marine. The Central News correspondent at 
Paris says the expedition to Egypt will com- 
prise twenty vessels with 147 guns and 8,280 
men,

&X-SENATOR WEST'S NOMINATION 


W. A. Black for Postmaster at :merfeus—A Treasury 
Call for Six Per Cents. 

WasHINGToN, July 8.—The senate commit 
tee on the District of Columbia, to whum was 
referred the nomination of ex-Senator West 
for district commalssioner, agreed.to-day to re- 
port to the senate in fayor of his confirma- 
tion. There was considePable opposition on 
the partof the democratic members of the com 
mittee, based upon West's politidal course in 
Louisiana, and the vote in his tavor was strict- 
iy a party one. 

The president to-day nominated W. A. 
Black to be postmaster at Americus, Ga. 

The secretary of the treasury wiil, on Mon- 
day next, issue a call for $16,000,000 of six per 
cent bonds, continfled at 3)¢ per cent from 
July Ist, 1881. The principal and accrued 
interest will be paid at the treasury depart- 
ment on the 13th of September next and in- 
terest will cease after that day. The follow- 
ing is thedescription: Fifty dollars—numbers

DESPERATE CONVICTS. 


Escaping by Throwing Lime in the Guarde’s Face— 
Shot and Captured. 

Kansas City, Mo., July 8.—News has been 
received here of a remarkable jail delivery at 
Neosho, in this state Jack Sheldon, for the 
murder of Lawrence Smith last January; 
Tom Beeson, grand larceny, and BAN Beavers, 
for robbery, broke jail by throwifig lime in 
the face of Jailer Henry Nutt while allowing 
therm to use’the corridor in their afternoon 
exercise. As soon as the lime was thrown a 
break was made for the outer dvor, knocking 
down the guard and bursting open the door. 
The three then endeavored to make their es- 
cape by running. Jailer Nutt fired three 
ineffectuai shots at Beeson. Nutt’s son 
shot Beeson down about two hundred yards 
from the jail. By this time the excitement 
was at iever heat, and one hundred pien were 
hurrying toward the jail. Chase was then 
given the other two fugitives. Mr. Ben er 
captured Beavers one mile from the jail after 
Beavers had dismounted a boy and taken his 
horse. Sheldon took refuge in a forty-acre 
piece of thick woods. A hundred men, in 
charge of Sheriff James McKlhaney, sur- 
rounded the woods, the number increasing all 
the time. As Shéldonis a very hard case, the 
entire town was desirous of his capture, 
which was effected at 8:30 o'clock. He being 
anxious to change his quarters, and not being 
familiar with the ground, walked into two 
guards, whoshot him down. He was then 
taken to the court house, where Drs. Daiton 
and Walls were called in to examine his 
wotnds, which were found to be in his back. 
He is now resting easily and under a strong 
guard.

On the Fourth of July I visited Jay Gould’sestate 
and conservatories at Lyndehurst. This is said to 
be incomparably the finest flower garden in Amer- 
ica. The estate ¢ »mprises 500 acres. Gould's man- 
sion is built near the center of the estate on a hill 
overlooking the entire grounds. The buildingis of 
Sing Sing marble and was erected by General 
Paulding of revolutionary fame It wasvery much 
improved by valuable additions made by Mr. Mer- 
ritt, who bought it from General Paulding. Mr. 
Gould, who bought it from Merritt, has added 
rauch to the house by interior decorations and has 
beautified the grounds until itis one of the fore- 
most flower gardens of the world. Since Mr. Gould 
bought the place he bas spent a fortune in drainage 
alone. Over 95,000 feet of drain pipes 6 by 3 have 
been laid tocarry the waste waters iuto the river, 
and there have beea 5,009 feet of 12-i :ch tiles driv- 
en at different portions of the place, He has just 
let out a coutract of $100,000 to complete the drain- 
age of the place The uew conservatory is buiitin 
shape of Greek cross and is absolutely fire-proof. lc is 
400 feet long and 23 wide. The central room, cOntain- 
ing collections of fernsand palms is 37 feet deepand 
80 feet long—the wings are each 80 feet long, 25 
wide—besides an addition in the rear 250 feet by 
18 for propagation. Tere is 75,000 feet of double 
thick glass in the building. The building is heated 
by steam from six boilers. Mr. Mangoid, who has 
been foryl8 years gardner for the estate, and fur 20 
years rior to that time was in charge 
of the conservatories of the King of Hanover, 
estimates that there are from.6 000 to 8,000 varieties 
of plants in this conservatory. ‘these are the pro 
duct of every clime and country. In one room 
there are 400 varieties of roses. In another room 
there are 400 varieties of palms, about 100 of these 
are from asia. Some of the specimens cost from 
$250 to $300 each. There are 40 variegies of ‘the 
Pitcher’ plant from Madagascar alone. There are 
10U varieties.of Crotons from the Fiji and Solomon 
isiands. Sixty varieties of Marantas from the 
Amazon river. One room is filled with geraniums. 
I saw over 1:0 different varieties of double 
geraniums in full bloom. The collection of 
collediums is very large. There are 200 
varieties of camelias from Japan and China. 
500 varieuies of plants from Central America, East 
Indies and Archipelago islands; 300 varieties of 
ferns from Ceatral and South America, including 
some Very rare tree-ferns; 120 varieties of gioxcinea, 
60 kinds of promalacias, the largest collection in the 
world of trecenas, 400 varieties of azaleas, and many 
kinds of Indian rhododendrons. In a separate sec- 
tion there are 1,200 orchids, many of which were in 
bloom. 

Oue or two sections are devoted to exotic grapes. 
His open-alr ower garden covers over three acres 
Large orchards aud vineyards; most of the varieties 
ere im ported. ,

BEING BURNED ALIVE AT THE 
STAKE NEAR GRIFFIN. 


How a Negro Met His Death et the Hands of a Mob 
During the War—A Talk With an ex-Sheriff— 
Au Irishmsa’s Piucky Death—six 
Men on tha Scaffold—The Seene. 


3pecial Correspondence oi The Constitution. 

I happened to be on the train the other day 
with Captain Parker Brown, an ex-sheriff of 
Henry county, when we accidentally drifted 
into a talk about Guiteau. 

“That fellow was a terrible scoundrel,’’ said 
Brown. ‘He should have been burnt at 
the stake.” é' 

“Did you ever see a man burned alive?” I 
asked. 

“Yes, I saw a negro just at the outbreak of 
the war burnt near Griffin. I expect you re- 
member it.’’ 

“Only partially, for I was only six years 
old when the warcommenced, Tell meabout 
the occurrence.”’ 

‘‘Well,”’ continued the ex-sheriff, “it was 
an awful affair, and I never want to see an- 
other like it. I do not remember the negro’s 
name, but he had committed an outrage of so 
diabolical a nature onthe person of a Miss 
Touchstone, now Mrs. Coppedge, that the 
people turned out en masse, scoured the 
woods and brought the villian toa justice court, 
at which Judge Lynch presided. Everybody 
then were much cucited at the prospect of a 
war, and anything of this character was cal- 
culated to throw them intoafrenzy. They 
knew the negro was the direct and only cause 
of the war, and when one of the dark skins 
misbehaved it proved acold day for him. 
But this fellow had really 

COMMITTED A CRIME 
which forbade all idea pf carrying his case 
before a civil court, and hence when he was 
captured, it didn’t take long to devise means 
for his disposal." The crowd was aston 
ishingly large, and men had 
come. from several counties around 
and even across counties beyond Spalding to 
assist in the fiend’s capture. I suppose there 
must have been 3,000 present, possibly more. 
I only know that from a small posse, the 
number soon grew to a vast multitude. I 
guess you know what a Joud talker Wash 
Manley is; well, Wash was there and acted as 
one of the leaders. He made things lively, 
too, as he always does. Aftera considerable 
waste of time and work it was decided 
to hang the  wnegro, and _ forthwith 
a scaffold was erected. But it was 
doomed not to hold any carcas that day, if it 
never did afterwards. Just as everything was 
all ready to have the negro swing a big burly 
countryman arose in the crowd, stepped to 
the front and said: 
“MOLD ON THAR! 

Men, I have come all the way from Russell- 
ville, away down in Monroe county, to see 
this nigger git justice, and now I want him to 
have it. Hanging is too good for him, and I 
for one am in favor of burning him alive.”’ 

‘Well, sir,” continued Brown, ‘that 
speech seemed to take hold on the crowd 
like wildfire, and the next instant cries of 
‘Burn him!’ ‘Burn him!’ came from a thou- 
sand throats. Well, in less time than it takes 
to tell it, the gallows was abandoned and men 
commenced to scour the woods for faggots. 
[i only took a little while to build a heaping 
pile of lightwood knots, and then a stake 
about twelve feet high was driven into 
the ground, The negro was placed 
at the bottom and the pine and other wood 
was piled up around him. His feet were 
chained and his hands bound with a rope. 

Now comes the wonderful part of the per- 
formance. The pile was first saturated thor- 
oughly with turpentine and oil ot some kind. 
The negro, I forgoyto mention, belonged to 
Flem DuPre, who lives near Griffin now. 
As soon as he saw his chances all] gone he 
conmenced to beg very hard and said, 
“Oh, Mars Flem! Mars Flem! Mars Flem!”’ 
But it wasn’t any use, 

THE MOB WAS INFURIATED, 
and the men had to go. When everything 
was ready one or twoof the ring leaders made 
some negro men standing near apply the 
torch, and in an instant fhe condemned Afri- 
can was on the top of the stake, twelve feet 
above ground!” 

‘‘How in the world could that happen?’ I 
eagerly asked, interrupting him. 

‘“Why, as soon as he felt the first touch of 
fire, he loosed the cords on hie hands by a 
superhuman effort, and by hugging the pole, 
shot up like a rocket! The crowd was fairly 
paralyzed with astonishment, at first, but 
in ess than half a minute’ the 
tall blaze had even, passed him. He yelled 
like atrue fiend for a moment; then the 
cords holding his hands burnt in twain and 
his body swung backward and fell into the 
liquid flame and fire beneath.”’ 

‘Was he entirely consumed?” 

“All but his 

HEART, LIVER AND LUNGS, 

When the coals died intoashes these organs 
lay quivering upon the ground, the last rem 
nants of one of the most diabolical wretches 
that ever lived.” 

“Andso you think Guiteau should have 
been burned alive?’ I asked. 

‘Yes, by all means. It is the only sure 
means of punishing a fiend as he deserves. 
I have seen men suffer death from: every 

known cause, andnothing is so horrible as 
the stake. I wasin the war, you know.”’ 

‘Won't you tell me some of your war 
reminiscences, then?’ I asked. 

Well, 4 don’t mind, if they will interest 
you. Il remember, once, seeing an Irishman 
during the war, shot for being found across 
the lines. They brought him into camp and 
when asked why he was beyond the lines, 
said: 

“*Well, sirs, I was only’ going to 
see my dying mother for a bit, and I couldn't 
get a leave of absence. That's all there is in 
it?” 


‘‘But you are a deserter?” 

“No, I ain't. I would have gone to my 
pone past the mouth of a belchin’ cannon. 

QO, 

I AM NOT A DESERTER.”’ 

But the court martial thought differently, 
and so the poor fellow was sentenced to be 
shot. When he was brought out to the place 
where he was to meet his doom, his coffin was 
ready and lay on the ground beside him. 
Turning to it he gave a look of scorn, 
and said: ‘“‘You black thing! When you 
hold me you'll have a_ brave heart 
to bury, for lam net afraid to die for my 
-mother.”’ 

‘“Kneel,’’ said the captain of the squad 
of twenty-four that stood in front with 
twelve loaded and twelve unloaded muskets, 
‘‘and be blindfolded.” | 

“I only kneel to God,” said the pluck 
Irishman, ‘‘and I shall not be blindfolded, 
either. I’llface death with my eyes open.”’ 

Then the guard forced him to submit to 
the tying of an handkerchief over his eyes 
and stepped back to let the men fire. 

“Never!’’ shouted the prisoner, and as the 
muskets were leveled, he had brushed the 
handkerchief to his forehead with his arm 
and the next instant he lay a corpse on the 
ground.” — 

“I téll you,” continued Captain Brown, 
“those were borrible days, and I never want 
tosee another war. I recollect seeing six 
men hung once for stealing. The people 
around where our brigade was encamped in 
the Shenandeah valley had complained of 
heavy robberies by the soldiers, and an order 
was given making ita ' 

DEATH PENALTY 


To steal. When these six men were convicted 
our commande: resolved that they should 
not suffer by the army rules, so a scaffold was 
erected, and instead of being shot they were 
swung betwixt -heaven and earth by the 
neck.”’ 

‘“‘Were they confederate soldiers?” 

“Yes, confederate soldiers, all of them; but 
they had violated a known order, and while 
they probably were guilty of theft from ne- 
cessity, a true soldierly discipline was neces- 
sary to enf and there was no such

a murmtr,’ When the captain had finished 
this the domes and steeples of Atlanta hove 
in sigh: and our conversation ended. 

Hearing these blood curdling stories re- 
minds me of a horrible death I once wit- 
nessed in Jackson, Tennessee, in 1877, 
Ithink. A negro named Nim Wilson.a great 
favorite around Jackson and a sort of outlaw, 
because of the favors which had been given 
him, shot a policeman one night, for which 
he was sentenced to hang. After a long trial 
before all the courts. the day came at last for 

THE EXECUTION. 


The murdered man was a brother to the 
sheriff, whose name was Perkins, and the lat- 
‘ter seemed to take the most supreme delight 
in the task of avenging his brother. I sup- 
pose there must have been 5,000 people in 
town thatday. The gallows waserected about 
half amile from the town, down on the 
Forked Deer river, near the N. & C. 
railroad. I was not then in 
the newsparer profession, but having a turn- 
out of my own, I wasinvitedby Dr. Arnold, 
of the county physicians, to drive down, and 
through his courtesy I was given a position 
inside the square. Have I said the execution 
was public? Well, it was. People lined the 
railroad embankinent until the place looked 
like an amphitheater, and all around fora 
hundred yards nothing buta sea uf faces 
could be seen. When the prisoner ar- 
rived he mounted the gallows and 
made a speech, according to the usual custom, 
etc. I stood down onthe gropnd with the 
doctors immediately under the gallows, 
and could look gage Wilson’s face. 
the rope was ready, the noose was adjusted 
and the prisoner took his position. He was 
light in statue and hence it would have taken 
a long fall to 

BREAK HIS NECK. 


This the sheriff did not give him, and much 
to the surprise of everpbody. only let about 
18 inches of extra rope dangle. The trap was 
an ordinary iJoor on hinges, which swung 
down when the trigger was pulled away. 


the rope to the trap, and Wilson hung in 
dreadful agony—and was conscious! 

In the fall, his body swayed 
around to the scatfold which 
be grasped at convulsively and endeavored to 
climb up. 
him off! Push him off!’ and he let loose and 


again tried to climb up. His arms were loose- 
ly piniened, and he got up almost on his 
elbows, but bis strength gave way and he 
dangled again. There was not enough sway- 
ing now for him to crawl up as befure, and he 
could only clutch the reugh floor of the scaf- 
fold, over which his nails scratched with a 
most horrible sound. Then, when 
he could ne longer = reach any- 
thing, he clawed the air with both 
hands a few moments and was then uncon- 
scious. I never want to see anything like it. 
He hung an hour and five minutes before dy- 
mg, and a doctor told me he could have been 
resuseitated five minutes before he was cut 
down. 

The negroes about town never deemed Wil- 
son’s death a just one, and hence 

THEY MADE A MARTYR 

out of him. His body lay in state in a room 
on the public square nearly two days, and 
and eyery possible means of showing respect 
and reverence for him was attempted. Sun- 
day morning when the people went tochurch, 
they had to pass by this room. It was liter- 
ally covered with flowers, and a_ beautiful 
casket held theremains. The durkies sang and 
shouted over the body and even went so far 
as tocall him Christ. Inthe afternoon a jong 
procession was formed and with a brass ban 
marched through the principal streets of 
Jackson, bearing the ‘“‘martye’’ on a float or 
hearse. Through some means I never heard 
explained, Mayor Lawrence Talbot granted 
permission to bury him in the city cemetery, 
which was done with great pomp and splen- 
dor. 

I have seen two other negroes hung, but I 
think I have had enough. Being in a mood 
as horrible as the stories I have rejated, I 
have given them puolicity just forthe fun of 
the thing. Men will get blue sometimes, 
won't they? C. T. lL.

There is 
but one steam broom factory in the world— 
that of Cupples & Co., in Chicago—and there 
the great bulk of the custom goes.”’ 

“In what way do you propose to engage in 
it?’’ 

‘‘Mr. Lenfesty and niyself have completed 
arrangements to rival the Chicago house and 
make Atlanta thesecond place to enter the 
manufacture of brooms by steam. Our factory 
will be located the other side of the Gate City 
cotton factory, on the Georgia railroad, and 
will be fitted up with every appliance of 
modern invention. Westart this week with 
fifteen employes. We will not only push the 
Atlanta bruom into every section of thesouth, 
but all over the north and into Capada.”’ 

“This will make Atlanta the center of a 
heavy trade, then?’ 

‘Yes; but the benefits will not end there. 
Do you hot knuw tbat the production of 
broom corn is one of the most: profitable in- 
dustries in the country? Kansas now has the 
monopoly of it, though a govud quantity is 
grown in Ohio, Two tons can be grown to the 
acre, under good cultivation, and it sells at 
$150 atom. $800 made on one acre is enongh 
to engage the attention of any farmer.” 

‘Will that corn grow here?’ 

‘Yes, it can be grown on any land capable 
of producing corn orcotton. Weintend to 
promote its cultivation in Georgia, and for 
that purp se will take pains to introduce the 
finest seeds known.”’

The Meeting Yesterday for the Election of a County 
Execative Commilitee. 

Yesterday at 12 o’elock a mass meeting of 
Fulton county democrats was held in the city 
court room, the object of which was to elect 
an executive committee to serve for the next 
two years.

G. H. Culberson. 

On motion of Mr. W. R. Hammond, the 
following committee of five -was appointed to 
prepare asetof delegates to the senatorial 
convention: W.R. Hammond, D. M. Bain, 
Dr. Olmstead, Dr. Hutchison and C. L. Poole. 

On motion of Mr. H. C. Glenn, a recess of 
ten minutes was taken. When the meetin 
was called to order, Colonel D. Pike Hil 
presented the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the democratic party of Fulton 
county recommend the majority rule as the proper 
rule for the government ofall future conventions 
in making nominations, 

Mr. D. M. Bain moved to table the resolu- 
tion, but withdrew his motion to allow Mr. H. 
H. Collier to present the following: 

Resolved by the democratic 1. of Fulton 
county, in convention assembled, That the dele- 
gates selected te the gubernatorial convention are 
nereby instructed to vote for the continuance of 
the two-third rule. 

The issue was thus squarely made. Several 
short speeches pro and con were made. Mr. 
D. P. Hill opened the discussion with a speech 
in favor of his resolution. He was followed 
by Mr. S.vall in support of the resolution of 
fered by Mr. Collier. As asubstitute for Mr, 
Hill’s resolution, a speech in favor of the ma- 
jority rule was made by Mr. Hoke Smith who 
was followed by Mr. Small upon the other 
side, and by Mr. Hill in favorof the majority. 

The previous question was called by Mr. 
Glenn, and the substitute offered by Mr. Col 
lier was laid on the table by a vote of 39 to 22 

A motion to send the delegates uninstructet 
was carried by a vote of 38 to 2. ’ 

Mr. Hammond, of the committee appont- 
ed to select a list of delegates to the senato- 
rial comvention, made the following majority 
and minority reports: 

A majority report signed by W. R. Ham-

Seme Facets, Figures and Suggestions About the Re- 
cent Sale. 

The sale of the cotton factory has been a subject 
upon which the peeple have engaged in considera- 
ble discussion. The fact that a splendid property 
almost in the heart of this growing city which cost 
over four hundred thousand dollars, and which is 
generully regarded as cheap, even in this time of 
depression in cotton manuafacturing, at $300,000, 
should be knocked ‘down on a bid 
of one hundred thousand is surprising,and the peo- 
ple do not understand it.

On the morning of the sale an atturney 
arrived here from Rochester, New York, represent- 
ing the trustee under the first mortgage and en- 
tered a formal protest against this sale as being il- 
legal and irregular, because the sale was made 
under a deeree of court and not through or by 
authority of said trustees. This protest prevented 
any bid being made by or for the first mortgage 
bondholders and associates heretofore mentioned, 
and the mill was struck off to the holder of the sec- 
ond mortgage at 4 nominal price. 
We also learn that the circuit court 
has been adjourned to July 31, at which time the 
court will hear argument on the question of 
the confirmati-n ef the sale.

WHAT ASUPERINTENDENT OF AN 
INSANE ASYLUM SAayYs. 


The Harm Which Sensational Articles Can Do—-Why 
Men Kil! Themeelves—Inea ity and Suicide 
Twin Sisters—The Way th Law Loors at 
The Matter- Other Details. 


“The newspapers doa great harm by pub- 
lishing detailed accounts of suicides,” 
marked the superintendent of a large insane 
asylum fo a CONSTITUTION reporter yesterday. 
“How so?” asked the reporter. | 
“Simply because you make other suicides 
by doing so. Did you never notice that there 
are generally epidemics of suicides. If you 
publish the details of a horrible suicide the 
chances are that it will be immediately fol- 
lowed by others. There might not be another 
suicide here in Atlanta, but 
feilow ten thousand miles from. here witha 
tendency to suicide might chance upon the 
paper and be so overcome by the recital that 
he would take his own life. The article would 
act as the straw that would break the camel's 
back. You have 
fellows battle for 


some miserable 


no idea how terribly these 
theirlives. The tendency 
to suicide is doubtless hereditarv, but there 
are many instances where the malady did not 
manifest itself on the parent yet showed up 
on the offspring. Th re are aisO many 
where the habits of life 
broken down his constitut ion or deranged his 
mind as to end in suicid Insanity and 
suicide are linked icine ther brother 
and _ sister, and in the asylums 
for the insane our greatest care is to keep the 
inmates from cestroying themselves. They 
are out of balance mentally. They have 
nothing particular to think about and when 
a paper fails into their bands containing a 
blood-curdling account of a suicide, their 
minds run on that line, and in some cases our 
greatest care is of no avail and the unfortu-

He set out with a determination 
never to consult her and never to 
yield to her inflnenae. He _ carried 
this singular decision, even into bis writing, 
and never would allow her to know what he 
was wriling about. Finally grew exceed- 
ingly eccentric. He display a singular dis- 
position. for arranging things in order and 
would even steal Into the different rooms of 
his bouse unnoticed and arrange the furni- 
ture, books, ete. He would frequently spend 
a whale day at this and finaily became a pro- 
nounced lunatic and drowned himself. Out- 
side of a mad house, the suicide generally 
fancies that he is oppressed and _ perse- 
euted. That his prospects in life are ruined 
or that disgrace awaits himorher. Suicide 
a'most interesting study, buta most danyger- 
ous- one. Few peopie should aijlow their 
thoughts to run on suicide. Oneof the most 
reniarkable instances which goes to show how 
little it takes to bring on this ¢risis is told in 
one of my books by Sir Charies Bell. Many 
years since one of the surgeons ol the Middle- 
sex hospital was in the habit of going every 
morning to be shaved by a barber in the. 
neighborhood, who was a steady, industrious 
man. One morning some conve reation aros 
about an attempt at suicide wht ch had recent- 
lv occurred, and the = surgeon remarked 
tuat the man had not cut himself in 
the right piace. The barber casually in. 
quired where the cut should have been made, 
and.the surgeon pointed tothe situation of 
the carotid 2 rtery. A few minutes after the 
barber went back to the shop and cut his 
throat with the very razor with which be had 
been shaving the surgeon.
